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Commission Holds 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in Enterprise on November 27 
at 9:00 p.m. All Commissioners 
were present with the exception of 
Eugene Bradley and Bill Faulk. 

The first order of business was 
the awarding of the bid on a trac- 
tor-truck to Dowling Truck and 
Tractor Company of Enterprise. 
Total price for the truck was 
$50,992. Henderson Truck Sales 
from Troy was the only other com- 
pany to submit a bid, but their unit 


_ did not. meet specs according to 


County Engineer Poole © 

The contract for #5 and #6 crush 
stone was awarded to Dravo of 
Birmingham at a cost of $325 per 
ton. Vulcan Materials of Birming- 
ham received the bid for #78 crush 
stone at $339 per ton. 

‘After a recommendation by ar- 
chitect Don Bowden, Digitel Cor- 
poration of Auanta, Georgia was 
awarded the contract to install the 
tclephone system in the new Coffce 
County Health Building in Enter- 
prisc. 

Awarding of bids for medical 
equipment was tabled until the next 
mecting so that Don Bowden could 
review the lone bid received from 
Durt-Fillauer. They are located in 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Bids for a dump trailer to be 
used in hauling crushed stone were 
turned over to Mark Poole for 
study. 

Companies submitting _ bids 
were: Utility of Birmingham in the 
amount of $28,810, Dorsey of Elba 
in the amount of $26,194, and Gen- 
eral Trailer Service of AUanta in 
the amount of $26,949. The award 
of the bid is to be made at the next 
mecting. 

Grimes Oil Company of Elba 
was awarded the unleaded fuel -bid 
at .6890¢ per gallon. The number 
of gallons to be delivered is 8,000. 
* Steel piling is to be supplicd to 
the county by Syro Stecl of Girard, 
Ohio. They were awarded the bid at 
a cost of $8.55 per foot or a total of 
$8,550. 

The agenda of new business was 
headed by Dale Ellis. Before allow- 
ing Mr. Ellis to have the floor, 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton informed him that the Commis- 
sion would not discuss the voting

rights issue or the sales tax issue 
since they both were in litigation. 
Also, Eagerton stated that the Com- 
mission would not listen to any fur- 
ther discussion on the road men- 
tioned in pass mectings if there was 
no new developments. 

Mr. Ellis stated there were new 
problems on the road, but that-he 
would have to do more research. 

Ellis said there was a gully be- 
ing created on his property by wa- 
ter drainage from Co. Rd. 65 and 
that he wanted it corrected. 

Engineer Poole told the com- 
missioners that he and Commis- 
sioner Bradley had surveyed this 
problem and that the water shed 
was following the natural lay of the 
land. Poole said that he would not 
change or reroute this flow on to 
someone else's land. 

After some discussion, it was 
agreed that Ellis and Poole were 
talking about two different gullies, 
Mark said, " Hey, I'm big enough to 
admit when I'm wrong and I'll look 
at the gully that you (Ellis) are 
talking about, but I'll have to do it 
at a distance since I'm not allowed 
to set foot on your land.” 

A request on the behalf of Mr. 
Tavis Holley and Mr. Camlcy was 
voiced by Commissioner Stephens. 
They wanted the access roads to 
their property off Co. Road 25 
graded. The Coiamission agreed to 
grade or blade both roads at lIcast 
twice a year. 

Engineer Poole expressed co- 
cern as to whether or not it was the 
county's responsibility 10 work 
these two roads. After some discus- 
sion, the commitment stood. 

The Commission heard Poole's 
recommendation that the county 
pay its’ share of the cost on the 
bridge on County Rd. 18 and begin 
construction. Total cost of the 
bridge is to be $208,600 with the 
County's share being $52,150. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley, Jr. informed the Commis- 
sion that Humana would begin 
health care insurance coverage Jan- 
uary 1. 

Commission Chairman Eagerton 
asked the Commission to draft a 
resolution requesting GTE to con- 
duct a survey on the feasibility of 
providing county wide dialing to 
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Meeting 
the residents of Coffee County. 
This survey would be done at no 
cost to anyone. 

It was noted that in some places 
such as Kinston and sections in the 
northeast part of the county, calls to 
either Elba or Enterprise are long 
distance. This survey would deter- 
mine if this could possibly be 
changed for a nominal fee to each 
subscriber. 

The Commission agreed to the 
resolution. 

Upon a recommendation by Ea- 
gerton, the Commissioners voted to 
join, as a body, the Industrial De- 
velopers Association of Alabama. 
It was agreed this could possibly 
prove beneficial to acquiring new 
industry in Coffee County. 

The Commission was informed 
that the State Auditor's Office had 
informed him that it was not legal 
for the county to pay Mr. Chuck 
Lewis with the Board of Registrars. 

The Commission had voted in 
the November 13th. meeting to pay 
Mr. Lewis if the Auditor's Office 
said it was legal to do so. In the Au- 
ditor's ruling, the registrars could 
only work, by state law, 119 days 


in a year's time. It was determined: 


that the fourteen days Mr. Lewis 
was requesting pay for was in addi- 
tion to the allotted 119 days; there- 
fore, he could not legally be paid. 

Commission Chairman Eagerton 
ask the Commission if it was agree- 
able with them to hold a reception 
honoring Mrs. Brunease Winston 
and Mr. Wilmer Ezcll. The Com- 
missioners unanimously agreed. 

The reception will be from 2 
p.m. to 4 p.m.Sunday, December 
3rd., in the Elba Courthouse up- 
stairs in the main courtroom. The 
public is invited. 

In closing, Commissioner Ste- 
phens stated that he thought it 
would be appropriate for the Com- 
mission to formally congratulate 
the Elba High football team and the 
Kinston girls’ volleyball team. 

Elba will be vying for the 3A 
State Championship in football fri- 
day night and the Kinston girls’ vol- 
leyball team won second place in 
state competition. 

The Commission agreed to draft 
a resolution of congratulation to 
Elba and Kinston.

Superintendent Lamar Foley 
said Monday that the Elba schools 
will be dismissed this Friday due to 
the large number of students travel- 
ing to North Alabama and the state 
football championship game being 
played in Green Hill. 

The school day will be made up 
on Monday, April 16, 1990, which 
is the Monday following Easter. 
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City Council Completely Revamps 
Licensing Schedule 


The Elba City Council approved 
a complete revamping of the city li- 
censing schedule with increases in 
most categories and minor changes 
in wording of troublesome sections. 
The effective date for the the new 
schedule is January 1, 1990. 

In presenting the recommended 
new schedule, Council member Bill 
Brunson explained the reasoning 
for the changes. He noted that no 
changes have been made in 20 
years and the Elba schedule needed 
to be morc in line with neighboring 
towns. 

Brunson also reminded other 
council members of some problems 
with enforcement in the past due to 
conflicting opinions on the intent of 
the wording. 

City Clerk Pat Boothe respond- 
ed to a request for a comparison of 
the proposed changes and the cxist- 
ing schedule by going over the 
schedule section by section. 

She explained that all categories 
had been adjusted about the same 
percentage. The new minimum li- 
cense is $35.00, up from $25.00. 


The maximum city license will in- 
crease from $600.00 to $750.00. 
Three or four local merchants pay 
this maximum fee, according to 
Mrs. Boothe. 

A special category for day care 
centers was added to the new 
schedule. Brunson explained that 
the wording was picked up from 
the county licensing regulations 
and is based on the number of chil- 
dren the facility is approved to han- 
dle 

Another major change was in 
the wording of the section covering 
agents. Previously there had been 
some strong arguments that certain 
agents were not covered because 
some were named and others were 
not. 

Under the new schedule, all 
agents will require licenses as long 
as they are in Elba and are selling 
something. 

The existing license carries scv- 
eral classifications for out of town 
people at a rate higher than local 
merchants and professionals. The 
new schedule eleminates these. the

In the two wrecks there were no 
serious injuries. Other students at Zion Chapel who have been in a wreck said they 
they were glad they were wearing their scat belts, and that they were not seriously 
injured. 

Drivers Education does play a major role in driving a life of a teenager. Safety 
belts are a major topic discussed in Drivers Education, and students are shown that 
they can save a life. Also different ways to handle different situations that might oc- 
cur is taught in Drivers Education. It is not a class to be taken lightly. When an un- 
expected mishap occurs a person should know how to deal with it. If there is a 
chance to take Drivers Education a person should take it, because what is learned in 
that class could save a life. 

There are also times when a seat belt is not worn and death has occurred. Stu- 
dents at Zion Chapel have witnessed tragedy in where seat belts were not used and 
death occurred, "Riding with a seat belt may be uncomfortable at first, but I would 
rather be uncomfortable than dead", said one student interviewed, "Do Not Be a 
Dummy, Buckle UP!". * 


The Chemistry class recently took 
part in a controlled experiment dealing 
with the reactions of Hydrochloric Acid

changes such as temperature, color, or 
the formation of gases, would take 
place.

The zinc-HCL solution also began 
to bubble and started to produce smoke. 
The tin-HCL solution began to bubble 
and gave off oxygen , while the copper- 
HCL solution simply turned yellow.

Fri- 
day night I was afraid late in the game that the Tigers gamble had come up 
craps again. However, this time the Tigers rose to the challenge and came 
home a winner. 

The big play gave Elba the lead early as Reggie Horstead, playing like a 
man possessed, ripped off a 90 yard touchdown run in the first half to give 
Elba a 7-3 Iead. Horstead gained 197 yards on the night, giving him 669 
yards in four playoff games. Horstead has made believers out of me and a 
lot of others who have been waiting to sce him shine! Elba's offense may 
have had its problems, but it did get the job done when it had to and I still 
think it is just a break or two from breaking a game wide open and with 
only one game left, maybe this will be the week. 

Over on defense, the Tigers dominated at times, gave up some big plays, 
but when the win was on the line, rose to the challenge like champions and 
made the plays to preserve the win and the trip to the finals. The front line 
had a tough night against a solid Lamar County offensive line and allowed 
yardage between the tackles, but linebackers Ronald McKinnon and Shane 
Blanton both had big nights and it seemed like McKinnon was being called 
out on every tackle made. The secondary had three interceptions to stop po- 
tential Lamar County threats and quieted a lot of fans who have had their 
doubts about pass defense since the Daleville game. 

All that counts is the final score when the game is over and Friday night 
Elba was on top 14-10, which makes the mistakes only a lesson to be 
learned and not a fatal disease!

Tigers turn back Lamar County 14-10 


The Elba Tigers scored the go- 
ahead touchdown in the final stanza 
and then used a late defensive stand 
and a little help from the clock Fri- 
day night to post a heart-stopping 
14-10 win over the Lamar County 
Bulldogs, in the semifinals of the 
Class 3A state football playoffs. 

The win upped the Tigers’ 
record to 12-2 and advanced them 
into this week's state championship 
clash against T.M. Rogers, while 
the Bulldogs saw their record dip to 
10-4 with the loss. 

The Tigers kicked off to open 
the battle, but got the ball back al- 
most immediately as on the second 
play of the game Elba’s Greg 
Wright intercepted a Lamar County 
pass to set the Tiger offense up at 
the Bulldog 28-yardline. 

Reggie Horstead and Anthony 
Brooks gained a total of nine yards 
on three running plays; however, 
on fourth down and inches the La- 
mar County defense stopped 
Brooks short of the line of scrim- 
mage and the early scoring chance 
went by the board. 

The defensive stand seemed to 
spark Lainar County, as the home- 
standing Bulldogs promptly began 
a drive that would cover 74 yards 
and reach a first down at the Elba 
7-yardline. 

The drive was highlighted by the 
running of Billy Joe Broyles, who 
gained 39 yards on three carries, 
and the passing of David Thornton 


to James Pennington, which clicked 
for a 20 yard gain early in the 
march. 

An apparent touchdown pass 
from Thornton to Pennington was 
knocked away on first down by 
Elba's Greg Wright and two plays 
later the Bulldogs were forced to 
settle for a 27-yard field-goal try af- 
ter being knocked back to the 10- 
yardline.
